Paris, June 15. — Raoul Peret, 
minister of finance, resigned today 
and Premier Briand was expected to 
resign this evening unless he could 
satisfactorily remodel his cabinet. 
Peret charged he had not received 
support essential to his effort to save 
the treasury from bankruptcy. 
Although it is believed that Bri­ 
and has not yet decided to resign, 
several members of the cabinet 
in­ 
tended to resign with Peret today, 
but agreed to defer their action pend­ 
ing Briand’s thorough examination 
of the situation. 
The franc slumped to a new low 
mark on news of P eret’s resignation. 
It opened at 36.35 to $1 and later 
went to 37. 
Peret’s complaint regarding lack 
of support presumably refers to the 
refusal of the directory of the Bank 
of France to permit the government 
to use the bank’s gold reserves 
in 
buoying up the currency. 
Although Peret’s resignation has 
been rumored repeatedly the actual­ 
ity caused 
consderable 
uneasiness. 
Briand and others vainly 
insisted 
that Peret remain at his post, but 
finding him adamant, the 
premier 
finally thanked the minister for his 
work in balancing the budget and 
collecting taxes and bade him good 
bye. 
Since the end of the 
war 
the 
French franc has steadily depreciat­ 
ed in value. 
The same period has 
seen the collapse and rehabilitation 
or partial rehabilitation of the fin­ 
ances of Germany, Holland, Hungary, 
Austria and Soviet Russia; the com­ 
parative stabilization of Italian cur­ 
rency. and the return to parity of the 
currency of Great Britain. 
Briand discussed the situation in 
the corridors of the parliament build­ 
ing today and expressed a belief that 
a cabinet of national defense would 
be desirable. 
Later in the chamber Briand said: 
“The exchange situation is very 
complicated. 
It would be a shame 
to use expedients. 
There must be a 
precise plan, including serious meas­ 
ures which the 
experts 
are 
now 
drafting.’’

The 
resignation followed that of Minister 
, of Finance Raoul Peret who left the 
cabinet this 
morning

essential support for his efforts to 
save the treasury from bankruptcy. 
Arland told members of the cham­ 
ber today that experts were working 
on a new scheme to protect the franc 
and asked time to present It to the 
chamber. 
It had been expected th at Briand 
would resign if he were unable to 
reorganize his cabinet satisfactorily. 
President Doumergue must now de­ 
cide whether to ask Briand to form a 
new cabinet or to seek some other.

succeed to the premiership. 
President Doumergue accepted the 
cabinet's resignation.

Th« killing was the climax of a 
swift, unrelentlesB underworld feud 
which bad a dramatic inception four 
days ago when Burns almost lost bls 
life. 
Ile was saved by John O’Don­ 
nell, 35, crippled teamster, who dis­ 
armed Smith. 
Smith renewed the earlier arg u ­ 
ment Monday afternoon over drinks 
but no violence occurred before Mrs. 
Smith came after hor husband and 
led him awuy. 
Mrs. Smith tried to 
pacify him. 
“ I am going back 
and get that 
- before becroak* me,” Smith 
growled at bls home. 
He snatched 
up a rifle and approached the house 
In which Burns lived. 
O’Donnell was on the porch. With 
a snarl of rage Smith beat the cripple 
over the head with the butt of the 
gun, snapping It off two inches from 
the trigger. 
Another man, whose 
identity Is not known, was on the 
porch with the cripple. 
The three entered the house. 
AI 
most at the moment t h e y crossed the 
threshold, Burns opened fire with a 
revolver. 
Smith was killed almost 
Instantly. 
Burns fled out of the house In a 
panic and hid In a clump of bushes 
not far away, where detectives found 
him as they responded to an alarm. 
They did not know bls 
connection 
with the killing until later.

because of a quarrel with Smith at

Smith, he said, fired at

day. 
Condemnation of the farm aid plan 
by Secretary Mellon, contained in a 
letter to congressional farm leaders, 
increased the general 
feeling 
that 
the ndministration group would suc­ 
ceed in defeating the measure. 
Defeat of the Haugen 
bill 
will 
open Hie way for three 
substitute 
bills, the Fess 
or 
Tlncher-Jardlne 
plan; the Lenroot bill and the Rob­ 
inson bill. 
None la approved by the 
farm leaders. 
The Haugen bill has been approv­ 
ed as economically sound by Vice 
President Dawes, Sir Joslah Stamp, 
famous British economist, and Ber­ 
nard M. Baruch, New York flnancifr. 
The Mellon statem ent was regard­ 
ed as another effort in the adminis­ 
tration's plan to wean the west away 
from the Haugen bill. 
Some politi­ 
cal observers saw in the statement 
a barrage to aid Secretary of th# In­ 
terior Work who is planning a mis­ 
sionary trip through the west In an 
effort to offset the influence of the 
Iowa corn belt revolt, which gave 
Smith W. Brookhart, insurgent 
re­ 
publican, victory over Senator Cum­ 
mins, admin (Stratton republican. 
"I do not believe the principles 
contained In the bill are sound or 
that the plan would 
prove 
either 
workable or beneficial 
to 
agricul­ 
ture,” Mellon stated.

An interesting address on “For­ 
estry’’ was given Sunday evening by 
Earl II. Rhodes, district forest ran­ 
ger. fo the Young Men’s club of the 
•M. E. church, in which he outlined 
the groat need for the preservation 
of the forests, the campaign carried 
on in reforestation and an out Ii fie 
of tile history of the forest areas of 
the I nked States. 
“The 
early 
settlers” 
said 
Mr. 
Rhodes “ looked upon the forests as 
a hindrance to progress of agricul­ 
ture. 
They 
felt 
that 
the 
forest 
would last forever. 
It was not till 
1876 that the legislature appointed 
Frank 13. Hough to investigate for­ 
estry conditions and it was from hit 
first report that the legislature took 
the first steps towards the* preserva­ 
tion of the forests. 
“In 1885 through the efforts of J. 
Sterling Morton the legislature of 
Nebraska designated Arbor Day and 
since that day every State in the 
union has designated a day for Arbor 
Day. 
Twenty six States have func­ 
tioning 
forest 
departments. 
Tao 
national government has establish­ 
ed 179 national forests, 3 9 national 
parks, and -ten military forests. This 
much has been accomplished in the 
last 50 years. 
“The first steps of reforestation 
was started wlmn the Free Bounty 
Law was passed and the legislature 
appropriated $20,000 for reforesta­ 
tion in the prairies.

after the big Hinckley fire when l l s 
lives v.ere lost and tim- Chisholm, 
Spooner mid Bandaite fire in which 
29 lives were lost.
